Pursuant to Rule 1.12(C) of the Rhode Island Public Utilities Commission’s (“PUC”)
Rules of Practice and Procedure, Energy Development Partners, LLC (“EDP”) hereby submits a
Notice of Withdrawal of its petition in this Docket. In support of this notice, EDP states:
1. On April 23, 2021, EDP filed with the PUC a petition under Rule 810-00-00-1.11(c) of
the PUC’s Rules of Practice and Procedure, Rhode Island General Laws 839-1-3 and
Rhode Island General Laws 842-35-8. EDP sought a declaratory judgment interpreting its
rights and the Narragansett Electric Company d/b/a National Grid’s (the “Company”)
obligations under Narragansett Electric Company Standards for Connecting Distributed
Generation, R.I.LP.U.C. No. 2180 (the “Tariff”’) and Rhode Island General Laws.
2. EDP now seeks to forgo the PUC petition process.
3. No hearings have been held or convened in this Docket.
For these reasons, EDP respectfully provides notice to the PUC and all parties in this proceeding
that it is withdrawing its petition in this docket without prejudice.
